The  charm  of  evergreens  is  in  their  variety  of  forms 
and  their  dependability  in  giving  beauty  of  color  all 
year  round. 

Properly  chosen  for  each  particular  location,  ever¬ 
greens  have  a  place  of  importance  in  every  planting. 
Their  judicious  use,  along  with  the  broadleaf  ever¬ 
greens  and  deciduous  trees  and  shrubs,  makes  for 
attractiveness  at  all  times.  In  Winter  the  otherwise 
harsh  and  bleak  landscape  is  enlivened  and  given  a 
feeling  of  warmth  by  the  soft  beauty  and  gentle  lines 
of  evergreens  properly  placed. 

Care  must  be  used  in  the  choice,  location  and  spac¬ 
ing  of  evergreens,  for  many,  like  the  Hemlocks  and 
the  Firs  will  reach  an  eventual  hight  of  thirty  to 
one  hundred  feet,  while  the  Yews,  some  of  the  Arbor- 
vitaes  and  many  of  the  Junipers  are  dwarf  or  spread¬ 
ing'  in  habit. 

More  plantings  are  spoiled  through  crowding  than 
through  planting  too  sparsely — remember  this,  and 
allow  plenty  of  room  for  future  growth. 

We  are  glad  to  assist  you  in  your  selection  of  ever¬ 
greens — if  the  descriptions,  which  are  necessarily  quite 
abbreviated,  do  not  give  you  clear  enough  pictures  of 
the  plants,  write  to  us  and  we  will  gladly  tell  you 
more  about  them.
